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P.S. I believa I told you I had researched a books on the Dies committee and that 
this research had been decimated by the Hollywood Ten^ v/ho returned nothing# Some of 
this work remains. I had and I think what remains includes copies of vouchers covei-ing 
every cent spent. Nobody ever did tliat before or since. Or at least I never heard of 
anyone trying or succeedlngo 

Well, the other day, looking for the cards used to index V/hitewash, I found 
four file drawers of sli clippings on native fascist activity, work I did before 
going into the Army in Vforld VJar II. And four shoeboxes of 3x5 cards that are a 
name index to this. 

This reminds me of something on which I'll have little or no files but what x 
think will make a helluva thesis that will also make a gTeat book. During the period 
when Dies was after me - and he was really after someone else and had to -iTreVi^ 
include me beacuse we were Inseparable - I became friends with the late Vito ‘W'antonio. 

I drove him around and worked 
for him free while I free-lanced. We orchestrated some symphonies unfinished when he died! 

He is a much misunderstood man, one generations cihead of his time. 

There was a time when uy wife was one of his secretaries. 

A pereejtive doctoral candidate v/ith o little money to draw upon for trips to 
ew York ^ity , one who would bullsession with me with a little patience and a knack for 
anticipating what ^ might be forgetting, could wind up with a great work. About a truly 
great and muclwaaligned man, 

^larc was the father of the 1T3PC, i'air Employment Practises Commission. I know the 
deal FDR made witli liiia, I drove hiia to the "'hite House for the meeting in an old 1937 
Dod{jo I had then. 

Ditto for other meetings v;ith FDR. 

Ho was tlxe first really popular Congressman. Home of the things he did, innovated, 
ttive become commonplace, Hiijo always being available to constituents weekends, wliattjver 
their problems, ni liis East \rioia constituency, they all had problems. 

He was a masterful parliamontiirian and was, in fact, consulted by Cannon when he 
rewrote the rules. I was tlxeire when Cannon spoke to him. 

He alvrays had 
a worJdJig relationsMp wit)i then on some subjects.
